Hoover Points To 
Sharp Rise, Rural 
Crime Also Hiked

WASHINGTON Hi — A sharp 


rise in lawbreaking among young 
'ioughs was reported by the FBI 
today with the release of figures 
showing youths accounted for 47.2 
per cent of major crime arrests 
last year. 


The report, bearing out fears 


voiced by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover against an upsurge in 
juvenile-committed 
crime, said 


the crime rate among persons 
under 18 has increased 55 per cent 
since 1952. 


Hoover long has advocated a 


"get tough" policy toward youth- 
ful criminals, whom he distin- 
guishes from simple juvenile de- 
linquents. 


Follows U. S. Pattern 


The increase in youthful crime 


over 1956 was 9.8 per cent. 


This corresponded closely with 


the over-all 9.1 per cent rise in 
major 
crime 
among 
all age 


groups. The FBI said its reports 
from the nation's local law en- 
forcement agencies indicated a 
1957 total of 2.796.400 m a j o r 
crimes. This represented a 23.9 
per cent rise over the average for 
the past five years. 


The report showed a major 


crime was committed in the Unit- 
ed States once every 11.3 seconds 
in 1957. A murder, manslaughter, 
rape or assault to kill was com- 
mitted every 3.9 minutes.

"sharpening the old and rusty 
w e a p o n s of the Cominform" 
against President Tito. 


Alexander Rankovic. a 
vice 


president of Yugoslavia and chief 
of Communist party affairs, told 
the Congress that some neighbors 
are "again beginning to pursue a 
policy of pressure on Yugoslavia 
and on its Socialist institutions 
and organizations." 


One Of Bitterest Attacks 


His speech was one of the bit- 


terest attacks on the Moscow-led 
opponents of President Tito's pol- 
icy of independent communism 
since Nikita Khrushchev in 1954 
began the retreat from Stalin's 
cold war against Tito. 


The ambassadors were attend- 


ing the Congress as observers aft- 
er their countries' Communist 
parties refused to send official del- 
egations. The boycott was in pro- 
test against the Yugoslav party's 
independent Communist policies 
expressed in the draft party plat- 
form. 


The Congress gave a cheering 


pledge of allegiance to the Tito 
leadership after Rankovic had 
called for a sharp reaction to at- 
tempts to "isolate Yugoslavia."

WASHINGTON HI - President 


Eisenhower said today he believes 
the business recession has been 
flattening out for some time and 
that Americans should guard 
against becoming hysterical about 
the slump. 


Eisenhower told a news confer- 


ence he is not attempting to be 
Pollyannaish about the recession 
and contend that everything is 
lovely. 


There still is a lot of agonizing 


reappraisal going on in the admin- 
istration about how to deal with 
the slump. Eisenhower continued. 


But. the President said, he 


wants to speak out once more 
against any hasty action on a tax 
cut, and he made it clear no re- 
quest to Congress for a reduction 
is imminent. 


Seen Flattening Out 


It was at this point that Eisen- 


hower said he believes the reces- 
sion has been flattening out for 
some time, and added that we 
should not get hysterical about the 
situation.

AMID ALL THE clamor in the 


past few months for government action 
to halt the recession, the administra- 
tion has repeatedly voiced its fear that 
hasty and excessive measures might 
well cure the disease but kill the 
patient. Far worse than the recession 
has been so far would be another up- 
ward and onward spiral of inflation. 
Certain signs seem to indicate that the 
old bogey of inflation may still be lurk- 
ing just behind the scenes. We all know 
what inflation is, what it does to our 
pocketbooks. In general, however, wage 
rises have kept fairly even pace with 
rising prices for most of the popula- 
tion. 


BUT THERE IS another aspect of 


inflation and the accompanying de- 
mands for higher wages—not affecting 
too many Americans as yet, but a very 
real threat 
nevertheless. 
American 


workmen, enjoying the highest wages 
in the world, can be pricing themselves 
out of the market in the face of rising 
competition from 
foreign countries. 


This is maintained by Roger M. Blough, 
chairman of U. S. Steel Corporation. In 
the past, America's lead in technologi- 
cal know-how overcame the disparity 
between the wages of American work- 
ers and those of foreign workers. But 
now that lead is rapidly being over- 
taken by other nations, says Mr. Blough. 
Higher protective tariffs offer no per- 
manent solution, he asserts.

If not. he 
warns. "... then I am very much afraid 
that the great St. Lawrence Seaway— 
when it opens next year—will be noth- 
ing more than a one-way street . . . 
westbound!"

tax-cut 
program 


v.hich is said to have ended the 
1953-54 recession. 


The idea is that if il, worked 


once, it ought to work again. But 
ns a matter of record, a lot of 
that previous big tax-cut pro- 
gram was accidentally coinciden- 
tal wilh the end of the lO.Vi slump. 


Part of this tax 
cut came 


through the omnibus tax reform 
bill of 1954. The Eisenhower nd- 
ministration started to work on 
tliai as soon as it hil town in 
1953, before there was any post- 
Korean war recession. 


Other cuts of the time came 


largely through expiration of Kor- 
ean war tax-rate increases which 
ucre simply allowed to die about 


BOTH HAD the effect of in- 


creasing purchasing power and 
giving business a much-needed 
shot in the arm. Also, these tax 
cuts were cited by Republican 
campaign orators ns a principal 
cause for the Eisenhower pros- 
perity of 1956. 


The Eisenhower administration 


lias another opportunity to cash 
in on a tax-cul windfall this year. 


Unless extended by Act of Con- 


gress, the 52 per ccnl corpora- 
lion income (ax rale will drop 
lo 47 per cent June 30. This 
would cost Ihc Treasury three 
billion dollars. It would help busi- 
ness, though not individual in- 
come taxpayers. 


• 
Consumers would benefit 
di- 


rectly, however, from cxpiralion 
cf Ihc Korean war high rates on 
alcohol, cigarette, aulomobile and 
olhcr federal excise taxes. Allow- 
ing them lo slip back to prewar 
levels would cost the Treasury 
another 900 million dollars. 


One drawback is thai none of

This would cost the Treas- 
ury 2.75 billion and give the ave- 
rage taxpayer aboul $fiO more 
a year to spend. 


The other formula is to cut in- 


dividual tax rates on the first 
$1,000 of net income from 20 to 
15 per cent. This would cost the 
Treasury 3.5 billion dollars and 
give the average taxpayer about 
$80 a year more to spend.

NEW 
YORK - Bill Fain is 


working on a third novel now, 
and if it is as succesful as "The - 
Lizard's Tail" and the just-re- 
leased "Cheers, Major Barlow." 
he will have a sum of dollars 
high and wide enough to go along 
with the newest career in his 
life: horse-owning.

Fain was brought up in and 


around horses, but not racing 
horses. He was brought up in 
Greenwich,

his 


father was lawyer and gentle- 
man enough to both afford and 
be acceptable to the Wcstchester 
and Fairfield Hounds, to which 
he rode. 


BY THE TIME young Fain 


was old enough to put on a pink 
coat and ride to hounds, he was 
off getting an education. And 
then he had a living to make. 
And then he started writing, only 
to have World War II crop up to 
drop a sashweight on that ca- 
reer. 


He ended up in London as a 


public relations officer and when 
he got back he went newspaper- 
ing and dreaming. He also vio- 
lated the First Law of novelists.

Chancy, the big coal man, and he 
was bemoaning the fact that no- 
body but coal men seem to be in- 
terested in coal. 


I told him it did seem like a 


dusty subject and he said that 
was where I was wrong. 
He 


h.-ulcd from his pocket a photo- 
graph of a steam shovel irun by 
electricity) 
now 
digging 
coal 


from a strip mine near Free- 
burp. 111. 


Chancy said the Russians have 


nothing like this. This shovel is 
14 stories high. It is so tall that 
the fellow who operate: it rides 
an electric elevator to get to his 
seat. Every bite he takes weighs 
J05 tons. 


MACHINERY docs the hard 


work in the mines these days, 
said Chancy and this mechaniza- 
tion has made the high wages 
possible. 


Unblinkingly Chancy said that 


he heated his house with natural 
gas; he said most coal men do 
the same, or use oil. They make 
no apologies for this. 
Gas is 


easier for a householder to use 
because of no ashcans. 


The coal men arc just waiting 


fcr the day. Chancy continued, 
when America's supply of na- 
tural gas runs out. They esti- 
mate this will happen in about 
20 years and then, said Chancy, 
they expect gas manufactured 
from coal to be pumped into the 
pipelines where it will travel in 
the other direction. 


THAT. I HAD to agree, is some 


shovel. Chancy, who is an offi- 
cial of the National Coal Asso- 
ciation, said some more of his 
boys were shipping coal experi- 
mentally in a 100-mile pipeline 
in Ohio. 
They crush the coal, 


mix it with water and pour it 
inlo the pipe. 
This works fine 


until the coal gets to the end. 
Then it's got to be dried and the 
experts haven't quite perfected 
that yet. 


Coal miners, said Chancy, now 


are the highest paid industrial 
workers in the world. They get 
S.i.06 an hour, and because of this 
John L. Lewis, the union chief- 
lain, lately has been a benign 
labor mogul. This leader of some 
ot the country's bitterest strikes 
has: 't even lifted one of his cele- 
brated eyebrows in years. 


is all the more reason for using 
this pump-priming method now.

MONTREAL - I came up here to 


Canada's largest metropolis on a special 
train and am virtually sloppinj- over with 
nostalgia. There arc two major reasons for 
this overwelling of sentimental memory: It 
is the first time I've been on a special train 
since Thomas E. Dcwcy's second run for 
the Presidency. It's the first time I've been 
on my native heath since I sneaked out on 
Estes Kcfauvcr when he was running for 
something or other two years aco. 


I came up here because Conrad Hilton 


was opening his newest hotel, the Queen 
Elizabeth, or Le Rcine Elizabeth, as we old 
habitants call it. I like to come to hotel 
openings because it's a refreshing switch. 
Most places that I go. close. 


First, however. I would like to discuss 


the train, because it was a 
wonderful 


anachronism. It was comfortable, and the 
service was fast and good. It was a Cana- 
flian (rain, and the Canadians, being a back- 
ward people, have not yet begun to dis- 
courage railroad pawenger service. 


I MADE THE first part of this trip on 


one of our "de luxe" trains from Washing- 
ton to New York and would have been more 
comfortable in a buckhoard. We were well 
past Trenton before I could even get a 
churlishly-served hamburger. But. after 
switching to the Canadian National train in 
Pennsylvania Station, I had everything I 
wanted, and well on the way to to'o much, 
before we cleared the Bronx. 


I am afraid that the campaign of the 


U. S. railroaders to discourage passenger 
service is doomed to success, but I can't 
be enthusiastic about it. I used to love 
trams, especially campaign trains. I'd al- 
most have been glad for Dewey to run a 
third time, if he'd used a train.

944.50 from the vestry of Em- 
manuel Episcopal Church, opera- 
tors of the cemetery.

Landis, a native of Luke, was 


head of the cemetery from Oct- 
ober, 1952 to April, 1956. During 
this four-year period the embezz- 
ling took place, according to the 
indictment. 


A -plea of guilty was entered 


for Landis by Attorney Harold E. 
Naughton, who was appointed by 
the court to defend.him. Landis 
was returned here from Florida, 
where he was located several 
months ago. 


Chief Judge Morgan C. Harris 


in 
sentencing 
Landis 
stated: 


"This is a serious charge and is 
a felony. While the court isn't 
bound by the penalty in the 
statute of three to 15 years it 
still remains a serious charge. 
. "If the court doesn't mete out 
penalties it encourages 
people 


who are in position of trust to do 
as Landis has done. This is not 
a crime committed o'n the spur 
of the moment or in hot blood, 
but one done over a _ period of 
four years. The court has to con- 
sider that Landis has no prior 
record, but at the same time that 
other people in positions of trust 
must be given notice that no such 
actions will be permitted. 


"The cemetery association cer- 


tainly is not to be commended 
for the way it transacts its busi- 
ness. Here is a business with an 
income of $12.000 annually which 
placed an employe'in full charge 
without anybody checking on how 
it was operated. There was no 
audit nor anybody attempting to 
place a guiding hand-on the busi- 
ness. It actually was a tempta- 
tioij, to a man, particularly one 
short of funds. 


"This does riot absolve Landis
